The Pantheon in which the attempt 
‘was mado to assassinate Major Drey- 
fus has been called the Westminster 
abbey of France. Famous men of 
France aré entombed there. On its 
site Clovis built a church to the apos- 
tles. It has been sacred ground since 
600 years after the birth of Christ. 
The church built by Clovis was de- 
stroyed by Norman pirates about the 
year 1000. 2t was replaced by the ab- 
bey of Bt Genevieve, of which now 
only the bell tower remains. Louis 
XY. built the’ Pantheon. It was. a 
splendid pile, tho combined’ work of 
two famous French architects, Souf- 
fot and Rondelet, It is in the form of

Queen Victoria 
and Prince Albert were married ‘in 
the Chapel Royal, St. James’s, and 
their deughig. the Princess Royal, 
was wedded tere ta the Crown Prince 
of Prussia, afterward %e Emperor 
Frederick. The present Prince and 
Princess of Wales were also married 
within the small precincts. In for- 
mer reigns Prince «George of Den- 
mark‘and the Princess Anno (after- 
ward Queen), Frederick Prince of 
Wales and the daughter of the Duke 
of Coburg and George IV. and Queen 
Caroline were united there. 

It is commonly reported in descrip- 
tions of the Chapel Royal that it is 
uninteresting in appearance, small 
and devoid of beauty, save for the 
Holbein ceiling, with its exquisitely 
colored panelling, among which a 
short {inscription and the date 1540, 
with the name of Henry VIII., are 
discernible. Small it is—it measures 
only sixty-two feet long and seats 
only about 200 persons—but so well 
proportioned, despite its galleries, 
that the ultimate impression conveyed 
is that of the stateliest dignity. ‘The 

al gallery faces the 
side thew een gallery. and there 
are es for peers, ~peereases, 
members of Parliament Bary other 
Privileged persons. : 

On the floor of the chapel there are 
old-fashioned ‘jews, and the - quaint- 
est are those rv as seats of 
honor at the sides of the altar. Even 
for morning service the chapel very 
frequently has to be lighted through- 
out, and when from! each sconce a 
candle gleams the effect is beautiful’ 
-More so is it when to the candles 
flowers are added in glorious pro- 
fusion. For a royal wedding the pews 
are removed and low seats take their 
place, ~ 

Bishop Burnet “lodged

“Noe man- whatsoever presume to 
wayte upon us to the Chappel in 
bootes and spurs.” 

IT. ordered for the chapel 
through Lord Sandwich, ‘'Maater -of 
our Great Wardrobe,” the following 
aticles connected doubtless with the 
upholstery and heating arrangements 
of the sacred edifice, as well os with 
the services:

8 ounces, foe ; 

Theresare two departments to this 
famous Press—the Learned Preas and 
the Bible Press. The Learned Press 
employs about 300 persons, chiefly 
compositora and proof-readers, and 
sets up in type 
eal, English, and Oriental works for 
which the Press is famous. The nver- 
age production of the Learned Press 
is now about one book for every work- 
ings day—that is to say, about 320 2 
year. At the Bible Press 400 persons, 
with sixty modern printing machines, 
produce on an average 3,000 copies 
of the Bible, not to mention Prayer- 
Books, every day. The wholesale 
binding work is done in London, and 
the of eos animals ree vee 
every year for the covers o} for 
Bibles alone. 

One of the feats of the Clarendon 
Press was performed in connection 
with the Caxton Exhibition in. 1877, 
which was oponed by Mr. Gladstone. 
Tho list of Bibles was headed by the 
first Bible printed (1450-37), and end- 
ed with one printed and bound with- 
in the twelve bours which preceded 
Mr. Gladstone’s speech. The printing 
at Oxford ‘actually began at two in 
the morning from movable type. Ex- 
actly one hundred copies, each. con- 
taining 1,062 pages, were printed and 
numbered~ consecutively; the sheets 
were artificially dried and sent up to 
London by the nine o’clock. morning 
expreas. 

They were at once bound at the Ox- 
ford University Press Bindery in 





| London, in Turkey morocco, with gold 


lettering and the arms of the univer- 
sity on the side, and a parcel con- 
taining ten copies was taken to the 
exhibition by two o'clock in the af- 
*ternoon. No wonder Mr. Gladstone 
said this feat might be called ‘the 
climax and consummation of print- 
ing.” 





FINDS OLO MASTER. 


London Barber Picks Up Treasure In 
Job Lot at Auction Rooms. 


Nobody would accuse barbers as a 
class of being art connoisseurs, but 
Soho possesses the exception in 
Charles Crivelli, of 23 Batemen 
street, W. A 

Mr. Crivelli had a sliée of luck the 
other day. He was at Debenham's 
auction rooms, in King street, Covent 
Garden, buying some odd lota of 
furniture, when a “job line" of four 
ordinary-looking dirty and unframed 

aintings were put up. They were 
Ecchen down to Mr. Crivelli for a 
few shillings. When he got home the 
barber connoisseur casually examined 
his purchases. Three cf the paint- 
inga obviously were of no artistic 
value, and, from the outsider’s point 
of view, it might have been thought 
from the fourth, the dirtiest of all, 
was worth the least of all. 

But Mr. Crivelli did not jump to 
that sonclusion.w He asked his wile 
to carefully clean the back of the 
painting. This she did, and, first of 
all, a well-known pawnbroker’s label 
appeared. After this had been wash- 
ed off, the letter “‘L,”” in white paint, 
faintly showed. With renewed cleans- 
ing gradually was traced the name 
of L. Giordano. A ‘ 

Tho lucky discoverer of the paint- 
ing has no doubt whatever, after con- 
sulting with experta, that it is the 
work of Luca Giordano, the last 
great painter of the Neopolitan 
school. Giordano, who was known as 
“Fa-Presto,” or “Make Haste,” from 
the rapidity with which he worked, 
was born in Naples in 1632, the son 
of a poor painter, and gied in 1705. 
He studi under Spqfnoletto and 
Pietro de Cortona, and afterward ac- 
quired a considerable reputation. In 
his Ister years he was invited to 
Spain by Charles II., who bestowed 
upon him titles and wealth. i 

The picturé now in the possession 
of Mr. Crivelli is 311-2 irichea by 17 
inches, and is entitled “Pan and the 
Sleeping Nymphs.” It represents 
Pan, a huge, masculine figure with 
pointed cars, drawing the veil from 
the form of the nymph, who lies in 
repose on a grassy bank—a particu- 
larly lovely and graceful study.

The London Spectator, in an inter- 
esting article on the subject of the 
present. naval competition. between 
Germany and Great Britain, says:

In other words, the competi- 
tion. must not be allowed to reach 
the point where the German Govern- 
ment, pressed from many quarters, 
will be tempted to say: ‘Now or 
never!" That point has not yet been 
reached; but it may be reached if we 
hold, or even appear’ to hold. too 
closely to the maxim that we will not 
spend a penny more than can be 
shown to be absolutely neccasary to 
give us the command of the sea. Ger- 
man naval experts may make a dif- 
ferent calculation from that made by 
our experts as to what force will ob- 
tain the command of the sea, and 
may in the end prove to be wrong; 
buf no one who cares for the peace 
of the world will want to tempt them 
to put their erroncous theories to the 
proof. A struggle with Germany in 
which we were successful would be 
a very great evil, even though infin- 
itely less an evil than one in which 
we were unsuccessful. 

“The power which comes to be de- 
nied §n a battle for the supremacy 
of the sea with Britain comes too 
near. Therefore, 1s we havo said, our 
objects should be to make it perfect: 
ly clear to the Germans that’ it is 
useless -for them to compete with us 
for the command of the sea, and 
that-if they engege in that competi- 
tion it will be at their economic peril. 
But the way to make the Germans 
retire from the compctition is to prove 
to them, not-only by precept but by 
example, that we are outbuilding 
them-so théfoughly and so. rapidly 
that ‘it is hopeless for them to try fo 
catch up in the race, We want to 
make it impossible ‘for any German 
statesman, however optimistic, to say. 
to his fellow-Germans: “Just one more 
sharp strugele, one more supreme ef- 
fort, one more act of self-sacrifice, and 
you will have aceomplish your 
great aim, and will pass the winning- 
post before your: poteht competitor.’ 
Rather we waht to give a good case 
to the prudent Germans who will say: 
‘We must look at facts. Our com- 
petitor is too far ahead of us already, 
and is going too strong, to make it 
possible for us to pasa him. The ef- 
fort to do so is sure to be ugsuccess- 
ful, and will exhaust us and leave 
us leas fit than we should otherwise 
be for competitions in other direc- 
tions. Therefore’ It us give up v& 
struggle in which we cannot be suc- 
cessful, and devote ouraclves to those 
where we know we can be supreme,’

Can't Attack Editor. 

Several decisions have been given 
by Judge J. H. Lamont, in the Sas- 
katchewan Supreme Court  proceed- 
ings.

The decision of the judge 
is that the publisher of The Phoenix 
is under no obligation to publish mat- 
ter attacking himself in the space he 
had sold for advertising purposes. 

The decision stipuated that after 
the settlement of counter-claims, exe- 
cutions may issue agsinst the plain- 
tiff for $7.60,

alry cuirasses, it is announced that 


the movement in favor of abolishin 
the lingering remnant of>armor stil 
in uso in modern armies has received 
a sudden check by the discovery of 


an unnamed inventor, whose ingen- 


uity promises the restore armor to the 
place which is formerly occupied in 


warfare. 

Every schovlboy knows, to borrow 
Macaulay’s familiar jot that the 
practice of atraying fighting men in 
coats of armor, which.had culminat- 
ed in the fifteenth century by cover- 
ing both horse and rider with armor, 
received what was eved to be its 
deathblow by the.general introduction 
of gunpowder. Coats of mail which 
turned arrows were easily pierced by 
musket palls, and although the prac- 
tice of covering the breast with iron 
plates lingered through the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, it 
was recognized as an anachronism by 
“all military authorities. 

At present the showy cuirass which 
lingers in the British army is purely 
penne a showy ingredient of the 
circus side of warfare. Soldiers con- 
stantly assert that cuirasses will nev- 
er be used again in actual fighting. 
They weigh seven or cight pounds, 
they cost £2 or £3, and they are not 
even proof against a revolver bullet, 
while, as agsinst modern rifles, they 
might as well be made of brown pa- 
per. Hence, as La FrancessMMilitaire 
tells us, there was a strong movement

This was a discovery rather than 
an invention. Although ita precise 
nature is still bari in mystery, 
enough is known to-give rise to very 
interesfing speculations as to whe- 
ther, instead of getting rid of armor 
altogether, woe are not destined in 
the next few years to see the re- 
appearance of mail-clad men in the 
ranks of war. The French Govern- 
ment has for some months past been 
making an exhaustive serics of ex- 
periments as to the value of the new 
composition, and it is interesting to 
hear they have practically decided 
that the inventor has made good his 
claims, and that in the warfare of tho 
feraad Loe’ new kind a armor is arg 
tined to play a very important part. 

This is not surprising Fe the claims 
of the inventor are really substan- 
tiated, It is asserted that the new 
material possesses four or five times 
as tpuch resistance as chilled steel; 
that it is practically invulnerable to 
rifle bulleja; that it does not weigh 
any more than the existing cuirass; 
that it can be manufactured at half 
the price, and even if it should be 
pierced it can be made as good as new 
almost without any expenditure of 
time .or material. Such assertions, 
ineredible though they may appear, I 
have reason to believe, are well with- 
in the facts. « 

T have myself witne: experi- 
ments which go to prove that the 
soldier provided with this new armor 
can expose himself to the fire of mod- 
ern rifles, at a distance of 100 yards, 
and suffer as little from their fire 
as if he were being assailed by pea- 
shooters: This is true, not merely of 
the bullets which are at present used 
by the armioa of the world, but even 
of the new bullet with which all Gov- 
ernments are furnishing themselves 
in hot haste. The new bullet that 
has not yet been issued for use in 
actual warfare is largely composed of 
stecl, and its sharp point tears its 
way through iron and steel, against 
which the ordindry sugface bullet 
beats in vain. The regiment arrayed 
in the armor of proof, and marching 
up to within 100 yards of the enemy, 
suffers no more damage from a mit- 
raille of steel bullets than if it were 
marching through an ordinary hail- 
storm. .

Mrs. Mary Williams has fe: ten 
years been the keeper of the historic 
ighthouse at Leasowe, in the. estuary

STEEL SHIP LAUNCHED. 


Splendid Schooner Leaves Ways at 
New Glasgow—All Home Made, 


The whole population of the Mari- 
time Provinces have 
with a new interest by the launching 
a short time ago of the first steei sail. 
ing vessel built in the Inces down 
by the sea. They sce in the occasion 
a revival of the shipbuilding industry 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 

The launching was witnessed tf a 

large crowd, who assembled on the 
bridge, on the adjacent strects, on the 
river bank, and in the historic yard 
from which scores of vessels have 
.been launched in the brave days of 
old, when the wooden ships of Pictou 
County were seen on every sea. 
_Among those present were Licutenant- 
Governor Fraser, Premier Murray and 
many leading men from various parts 
of the county. 
The ‘new schooner is n handsome 
vessel, and J. C. Macgregor, who has 
been the moving spirit in her don- 
struction, was congratulated on all 
sides upon the splendid showing that 
had been made by New Glasgow work- 
men, It was also a matter for con- 
gratulation that the vessel,. was 
‘jhome-made” in practically every 
part. The large quantity of steel uscd 
in the building was almost altogether 
the produce of the Nova Scotia Steel 
Co. They supplied everything that 
was within their capacity. All the 
rivets, some 40,000, came from the 
Starr Manulacturipg Co., Dartmouth. 
The canvas came from Yarmouth; the 
rope from the Rope Works in Dart- 
mouth; the blocks, from Parrsboro. 
The spars are of Oregon pine from 
Oregon. All the rest of the wood, ex- 
cept a little teak, which is required 
in all steel ships, is the product of 
Pictou County. 

The schooner was built by the I. 
Matheson Co., iron founders, for J. W. 
Carmichael & Co. Mr, James C, Mac- 
gregor is practically the head of both 
of those concerns, as well as a di- 
rector of the Nova Scotia Steel Co. 








| The schooner is intended for the coast- 


al lumber trade between Canadian 
ports and the United States in sum- 
mor, and in winter time she will carry 
pine from the gulf ports to the West 
Indies.

CONDITIONS OF: EMIGRATION. 


Work For Right Men In Canada, Says 
Glasgow Paper, ; 

Some misundertstanding exists ,at 
the present time. regarding’ the con- 
ditions of emigration to Canada, says 
a writer in ‘The Glaegow Evening 
News: The idea has got abroad that 
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feached Canada last year from Eng- 
land, and‘ it is also true that the 
Canadian Government have taken 
steps to prevest a repetition of this 
disaster, : 

For the arrival of these people in 
Canada was actually disastrous, both; 
for themselves and for,gthe Couette: 
The intention was right. These emi- 
gants had been sent out by charitable 
societics, working chiefly in Londou,’ 
in order that they might get a fresh 
chance. But as a matter of fact - 
many of the people thus assisted had 
lost. the desire or the capacity to _ 
work, while most of them were abap- 
lutely ignorant of how to work on the 
land—which is the creat need in Can- 
ade: The result was rihee un- 

appy emigrants, mis! y people as ~ 
ignorant as themselves, became un- 
employed from the hour of their ar- 
rival, and have so remained during. 
the whole of last winter. In the 
Canadian cities, where they gathered, 
they have lived upon charity. 

The bad conditions of the labor mar- 
ket in Canada, it is true, were aggra- 
vated by a comparatively small har- 
vest last year, and by tho slump in , 
the Uni' States. But the Canadian 
Government determined, nevertheless, 
that this dumping of the unemployed, 
by charitable societies, should not go 
unchecked. They obtained an order- 
in-council, therefore, which gives them 
the power to prohibit the landing in 
Canada of any person whose passage 
has been paid, wholly or in part, by 
any charitable organization, or oat 
of public moneys. And in order to 
get this prohibition removed, for # 
is now in force, such an assisted emi- 
Brant must obtain the written auth- 
ority of the Assistant Superintendent 
of Emigration for Canada in London. 


This superintendent has j' made 
an explanation to an_intervi, of 
the manner in which he is u: his 
new powers, and he is’ anxious to 


have it» undorstood that Canada is_ 
not closing her doors against British 
emigrants. “Of those I have refus 
ed,”” said the superintendent, ‘the 
majority have either no friends or 
no assurcd work on arrival, and do 
not belong to the class you conld 
lace’ on a-farm. It would be in- 
uman to let such people sell up the 
few things they-have, and go out to 
a life for which they are totally un- 
fitted. -I refuse to aggravate the sit* 
uation by letting’ more men, who can- 
Bee keep ‘themselves, drift into the 
wns.”

Youngest. of Toronto Jail Breakers 
2 Was Hiding ‘at Home. ie 

Toronto, Sept. 8:—Hiddenina win- 
dowless garret in his father’s home on 
Farley, . avenue, rt Snow, the 
youngest and} least dangerous of the 
seven criminals who escaped in’ such 
a -sensational. manner frotn Toronto 
jail on the afternoon of July :17;)was 
recaptured in the early” hours | yes- 
terday morning by “Acting Detective 
Cronin and Patrol Sergeant Umbach.

TOWNS ARE IN DANGER 


Fires in Minnesota Hover Over 
Cities of Mesaba Range. 


Citizens of Hibbing, the Biggest Place 
In the District, Are Out Fighting 
the Flames and Fear Town Will 
Be Lost—Coleraine and Bovey Still 
Safe—Grand Marais Is In Immin- 
ent Danger With No Escape. 


Duluth, Sept. 9.—Forest fires, which 
have been raging for several days, 
is now threatening Hibbing, the larg- 
est and. most prosperous town on the 
Mesaba range. 
ness is closed and the men are all 
out fighting the flames. A telegram 
fram Hibbing says: 

Mi, fire-is very near the Great 
Northern spur on this side of Brook- 
lyn, a suburb of Hibbing, and the 
wind, is blowing in our direction. 

“The city has available hose out 
and every man we can find is fighting 
the fire. They “have ‘established a 
P:pe line and installed two pumps.” 

In response to an appeal the Du- 
luth fire department has gone to the 
seene, while the Mesaba Railroad has 
trains in readiness at Hibbing to take 
the people away. « 

Smoke from the forest fires which 


surrounded the town make Hibbing} 


so dark that the electric lights have 
been turned on there In the day to 
enable the citizens to see their way 
about. The smoke is stifling and the 
heat very oppressive. Unless the 
wind changes Coleraine and Bovey 
will be safe. In these towns the 
schools and business houses are cloa- 
ed and everyone is prepared to flee. 
Grand Marais, Minn.;’on the north 
shore, is on the verge of the fire. The 
women. are weeping with fright and 
the worst part of the situation is that 
there is no avenue of escape open. 
A. J. Smith, county attorney of Hen- 
nepin County, who has been camp- 
ing beyond the Grand. Marais, was 
burned out at his camp, and with his 
arty escaped to Grand Marais in a 
aunch. 
Grand Marais, smoke begrimmed, 
burned and exhausted, with packs of 
their most valuable belongings on 


their*backs and their families drag- 


ging behind them. 

When Mr. Smith left the fate of 
Grand Marais was in doubt. The 
citizens were loath to leave their 
homes and belongings without mak- 
ing a fight for them, so many of them 
temained behind. S 

Mr. Smith says that an east wind 
would bring on the destruction of 
Grand Marais in an hour ard no pow- 
er can save the town. If a fire comes 
before a boat gets there the fate of 
the population will be in doubt. 


G. T. P. SECTION TO OPEN, 


Service Will Be Established on 666 
Miles of New Road. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 9—In order to 
serve the people living along the line 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific west of 
Winnipeg, who have been rushing in 
ever since the road was started, a 
regular train service will be inuugur- 
ated on Sept. 14.

This establishes a ser- 
vice at once over 666 miles of the 
vew road, and the entire service will 
be for a time subject to the work of 
the construction department, in 
whose hands the road still rests.

‘Delightful Baby Boots Made From 
Wornout Glove Tops. . 


ENDS WASHED: BEFORE USING 





One Palr of Gloves, if Carefully Cut, 

, Will Do For a Pair. of Tiny Shoes. 
Illustrations Show How the Work Ie 
Accomplished. , 


Delightful little boots and shoes can 
be made out of the Jong ends of worn- 
out kid glores, The ends should be 
Grat thoroughly washed in benzoline, a 
half plot of which will do half a dozen 
pairs easily. When quite dry pull as 
straight as possible and. cut up -the 
side seams, Once pair of ends, if care- 
fully cut, will do for a palr of tiny 
shoes, For the pattern take a soft 
French kid shoe (old, but not worn out 
of shape) and cut it carefully down 
the back and away from the sole, mak-

Will it Be the English of Georgs Merc. 
dith or George Ado? 

If the slang of today is the correct 
Speech of tomorrow, what: langnage 
will our children speak a generation 
hence? fs the pertinent question asked 
by o writer in the Boston Transcript. 
Will ft be the English of George Mere- 
dith or the Engilsh of George Ade? 
Shall we talk in the flowery hyperbole 
of the Bowery, with which our news 
papers of today, and even our books, 
are filled, or must we be content witb 
the speech that: has satisfied many 
generations of our forefathers? As 
we saunter along: In enjoyment of the 
invigorating spring air on a bright 
Sunday morning, whetber we hare 
deen listening to the words of tho 
preacher or merely taking our Sabbath 
pleasure in the open, shall we say to 
our children, “You kids hike along 
home,” or shall we tell them, “Run 
along, “and we'll follow?" Of course 
It will be needless to express ourselves 
in such grandiloquent phrase as “Chil- 
dren, Journey home and bebare your- 
selveq decorously,” for the youth of 
today would be il mannered enough to 
laugh at us therefor, but there is a 
happy mean between the rulgar and 
the stilted, and correct and informal 
speech will fall upon childhood’s car 
Mke the words of an unintended ser 
mon. Asa matter of fact, a little 
slang {s an excellent thing, but tn the 
present era of slang more than the 
smallest quantity Is a great deal-too 
inuch. The English language may 
fairly ‘be sail to be the most ple- 
turesque and most expressive in the 
world, and it docs not need the ver- 
'Diage of the slum or even the catch- 
Words and catch phrases of the street 
to add to Its vigor and varicty. As a 
Tule, the use of slang Is Indicative more 
of paucity of thought and {dea than of 
susceptbiiity to the humorous and the 
graphic. If we tell our friend “to get 
on to his job,” “to get on to himself,” 
“to' get busy.” “to get a move on’ or 
any one of 2 hundred other things, we 
certainly reveal our tendency to move 
with the tide of the hour, but at the 
same time we-cleariy show that we 
fre more imitative than original. We 
speak slang frequently through sbeer 
laziness. It was: the last word In the 
mouth of a companion, anf it becomes 
the next word {n ours. It is echoed’ 
by the speaker, the teacher, by the lec- 
turer, by the writer, but with rare ex- 
ceptions it never becomes anything 
but slang. After all, It is only the best 
of slang that survives, but even then 
We need not excuse ourselves for be 
coming ‘proficient In Its ‘use. We 
should think of the present ns well as 
the future. Why use slang ‘when we 
ean speak the speech of our heritage 
equally well?® Why become the blind

English Selentlst. Proposes. to Use 
Submarine Sound Waves, __ 


* John Gardner, tho English scien- 
tist, puspeaes accomplishing-by means 
of submarine sound waves very much 
what is ‘now possible through the 
agency’ of Hertzian waves, but he 
has it in his power easily to improve 


upon the latter by- preventing the 


ocked or interferred with by other 
ound waves set up by someone else 
either accidentally: or intentionally. 
In wireless tel phy and in distant 
control by wits less. impulses © or 
‘waves the rapid. and continuous d- 
ing of.a series of other waves will 
produce what is technically known 
as “‘iriterference,”’ which has the same 
‘effect that two people speaking rapid- 
ly at the same time have upon a lis- 
fener—there would be confusion and 
but little’ proper ‘uriderstanding. | It 
‘was to provide against this difficulty 
that Mr. Gardner discovered and de- 
veloped his present system of sound 
‘control, 
Mr. Gardner has recourse to two 
simple elements in the pctup of his 
One is a thin strip or 
tape of metal which he can taughten 
just as one does the string of an in. 
strument so as to vary its pitch, and 
the other is a small and very deli- 
cately-adjusted microphone Having 
tuned his metalli¢ strip to the desired 
-koy, Mr. Gardner places upon this 
strip one of the two small carbons of 
his microphone. When the right 
sound waves reach the receiver then, 
and only then, the intimacy of con- 
tact between the two carbons is 
broken, the electrical current is in- 
terfered with and the index hand 
swings t@ one side far enough. to 
close or ‘‘make" a second and more 
werfil electrical circuit. This sec- 
nd circuit is’strong enough to set 
in motion certain mechanical func- 
tions—the order in which these func- 
tions or movements take place de- 
pending upon the number of times 
and the interval between the arrival 
of the proper disturbing note. Any 
instrument or any medium that will 
produce the required tone will an- 
swer to ett the necessary operations 
in motion, first by disturbing. the 
vibrator, second, by varying the cur- 
nt flowing through the carbon pen- 
cils of the microphone, and thirdly, 
by closing the more powerful current 
‘so that the necessary  clectrical 
energy can flow to the various points 
and cause the. movement of the sev- 
eral mechanical features, ; 
Mr. Gardner’s laboratory appara- 
tus—which in working principle is 
identical with that installed’ in his 
submarine boat—was made to go 
through the various movements of re- 
volving a small propeller, swinging 
a rudder from side to side, and in ex- 
pelling Aeeoarngahs arts torpedo.

tions was proved to be unfailing! 
responsive to the utterance or sound- 
ing of the proper note’ in the requir-

MEDICINE MAN’S SECRET. 


Burmese Cure Cobra Bite But Will 
Not Tell How. 


‘ Every one knows, of course, that 
the bite of the Indian cobra is fatal. 
Byt what Europeans do not actually 
know is whether or not the nativea of 
India really possess the cures they 
Claim to have, both for cobra bite 
and for hydrophobia caused by the 
bite of a mad dog. A few years ago 
an Indian civilian in Burma strolled 
out with his gunlin: the evening. 
When scarcely a hundred yards from 
the zayat (or. shelter) in which he 
waa camping, S— was bitten in the 
leg by a cobra, which he promptly 
shot. 

He at once returned to the zayat 
and scrawled a pencil note to be car- 
rimd by his orderly to his chief, the 
Deputy Commissioner, and then re 
signed himself to the attentions of a 
couple of Burmese medicine men who 
happened to be passing the night 
there, ond to the death which he ac 
cepted os absolutely _ inevitable.

Effort Is Belng Made to Teach Chit 
dren About Empire. 


The Colonial Office of thé British 
Empire ‘has inauguarated a scheme 
which has’ for its-object ‘the, supply- 
ing of schools: of ‘the’ Empire with 
rviews designed to promote: in each 
part of the Empire accurate know} 
edge of other parts, 

The Canadian end of this‘ lapdable 
enterprise is now under wily. The 
idea was first broached in ’the. old 
countty when Chamberlain was Colon- 
ial Seeretary, and he naturally re- 
garded it with favor. An influential 
committee, representative of the Col- 
onial Office, Indian Government, Vic- 
toria League, and several private and 
semi-private societies was formed with 
Lord Meath, the well-known advocate 
of military training for‘lads; a5 chair- 
man, Other members were H. J. 
MacKinder, at that time director of 
the School of Economica, London, and 
Prof. Michael Sadler, the well-known 
British educationist. 

After giving the matter pe Fe con- 
sideration the committee decided that 
instruction of the sort proposed would 
be best conveyed by accurate and 
comprehensive views and that if any- 
thing really helpful was to be accom- 
plished it could only be by some well 
systematized plan of action. a 

First, a start was made in the crown 
colonies of the east, which undertook 
to introduce lantern slide teaching 
about Great Britain in the schools. 
The slides were prepared’ by Mr. 
MacKinder, reader of feosra y in 
Oxford University, and author of 
“Britain and British Seas." Teach- 
ers were p red to accompany the 
visual instruction. 

Later on the Indian Government 
took the matter up and instituted Jan- 
tern slide teaching in every province 
of that country, lectures being trans- 
lated into the various languages spok- 
en in India. The West Indies, West 
Africa and other crown colonics fol- 
low . ‘ t 

ore recently tha problem. of accu: 
salely mesenting the co! egies to the 
school children‘ of the Mother Coup- 
try has been taken up and tn th 
connection the great difficulty was 
the lack of funds, 

Fortunately, the Princesa of Wales 
became interested in the enterprise, 
her attention having been drawn to 
it as the result of'a lecture by Mr. 
MacKinder. Through the efforts of 
Her al Highness, a Princess of 
Wales’ fund of some $20,000 was rais- 































ed to cover the preliminary cost. It 
was decided to engage n competent 
artist, and send him through the 


whole Empire, one who would apply 
exactly the same principles of treat- 
ment to each country of the Empire. 

The artist chosen for this important 
work was A. Hugh Fisher, who first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy when 
20 years of age, and who has ‘studied 
under the best: masters, and is a 
member of the Royal Society of Paint- 
ers. Mr. Fisher has already’ visited 
many of the crown colonies of the 
east, and has produced a set of photo- 
gtnphs of the regions visited and also 
color sketches. * 

A_set which will shortly be Issued 

to show the Princeas of Wales will be 
available throughout the Empire at 
‘the cost of production, 
Mr. Fisher, ill now spend some 
time in Canada. He has been here 
several days planing his ca ign. 
He is going west nt once to see the 
prairie harvest and the Rockies. Then 
he will come east for the autuinn 
anil visit the fruit districts, 

While in Ottawa Mr. Fisher met 
Mr. MacKinder, editor of the series, 
who is at present.!1 Canada on his 
own account. Mr: Fisher hopes to 
produce uniform, coherent seta of 
views of the whole Empire, which 
should be used with beneficial effect 
in the schools of Canada, as well as 
those of England, 





This Is London Last. 


London, the, first city in the world 
to ever hold anything of the kind, 
beginning aos it did in 1895, will prob- 
ably cease holding old boys’ re- 
unions. Since that date they have 
been held regularly every three years, 
with steady and, growing popularity, 
until the climax was reached in 1905, 
when all records were broken from 
every standpoint. The amount of 
drinking on the part of visitors has 
been taken exception to by religious 
and temperance people, and it is said 
that their attitude has forever killed 
future celebrations. The temperance 
people, on the other hand, declare 
that it was a ca8e of giving an inch 
and a yard being. taken. 

Sunday, as has always been the 
case, the hotel bars were thrown open 
and far into the night every drinking 
resort in the city was jammed. There 
was very little drunkenness on the 
streets, but the flagrant manner in 
which the law was disregarded with- 
out the slightest pretence of the top 
being kept on the pot, the authorities 
contend, forced-their hand.

Once a» British Sloop-of-War She Is 

"Now Engaged In Carrying Food 

and Supplies to the Great Com. . 

pany's Forts.on the Shores of the 

Bay-—Her CantaimDoes Not Think 
Much of Railway Scheme. 


A sloop-of-war propelled, of course, 
by sails, and a “Dreadnaught,” of 
steel driven by the moat powerful en- 
gines yet devised, mark the extremes:

This old British sloop-ol-war is the 


“Pelican.” She sailed {rom London, 
Eng., for Montreal, tou on her 
way out at points on the Labrador 


coast, where supplies were landed for 
Dr. Grenfell’s missions. Then the 
Pelican proceeded up the St. Law. 
rence river and docked at Montreal. 
For a few days she was one of the 
sights of the harbor, where, among 
e big steamships, she looked so 
small-and qusint. = ; 

The Pelican carries three masts 
and her maas of rigging, so conspicu- 
ous on ao sailing vessel, almost hides 
her little funnel, for besides her sails 
the Pelican is fitted with an engine. 
As she could not carry sufficient coal 
to enable her to steam across the 
Atlantic or from Montreal to Hud- 
son Bay and thenee back to England, 
her engine is used only in case of 
calm or head wind or when impeded 
by the ict of the northern sea: 

The Pelican was built thirty-one 
years ago at the dockyarda of the 
British Admiralty at Devonport, Eng. 
Shortly after going into commission 
vessels of this class were dropped 
from the Admiralty list, and so the 
Yelican waa sold to the Hudson Bay 
Co. as 8 supply ship. Her length is 
160 fect, breadth 36 feet, and depth 
16 feet. She is of 632 tonnage apd her 
engine has a capacity of 22fhonse- 
ower. The Pelican ia commanded 
xy Caplain Gray, a wenther-beaten 
Scottish sailor, who has navigated 
Hudson Bay for thirty-seven years. 
An experience extending over that 
length of time gives weight to his 
opinions respecting the commercial 
navigation of those waters. Captain 
Gray docs not think highly of the 
Hudson Bay route as n possible out- 


and in an interview given during his 
short stay in Montreal he discussed 
that project very frankly. 

Special ships, he thinks, would 
have to be constructed for that ser- 
vice, At the longest the season. of 
navigation would Inst only. {rain the 
middie of July to the end of Septem- 
st, when: it is time for vessels to 
get out of the Bay belpre the 8traits 
are closed with ice. This would ‘mean 
that the vessels engaged in this trade 
would be idle for at least eight 
cial construction they could not be 
economically used elsewhere. As the 
season of navigation would close in 
September. the year’s crop in the 
West could not be exported by this 
rovte until the following season. 
The’beat harbor in the Bay’ ia that 
at Fort Churchill, where there ia a 
depth of nineteen fect, but at York 
actory the water is so shallow that 
the Pelican has often to anchor eight 
milés out.

The ran of spring salmon in Brit- 
ish Columbia has sufficiently far ad- 
vaneed to enable one to form some 
idea of its quantity and quality, and 
so far, without being in any way 
nomenal, the local men sae e 
much better than they expected.

Ignition of Gas in Theatorium Results In Demolition of 


Business Houses For Considerable Distance on 
“One Side of Street—Family fs Burled In Debris 


and Efdest Child. Has Skull Crushed. 


Brantford, Sept. 12—A notura! gas 
explosion, the worst in the history of 
Brantford, occurred at two o'clock 


esterday afterndon along the south 
side of Colborne street, just west of 
King street, demolishing several of 
the important places of business, kill- 
ing one child, injuring a dozen peo- 
ple and piling the ruins in the street. 

A child name Hornie is dead. 

The list of injured is as follows: Al- 
bert Holstock, badly burned and cut; 
Charles’ Stover, internal injuries; 
Lloyd Meyers, leg broken; Joseplr 
Blayboro, internal injuries; Mr. und 
Mra. Hornie, cuts, bruises and shock; 
James Finch, cut by glass; Allan Me 
Farlane, cut by glass. 

There were three shocks, and they 
were felt in’ every building in the 
business. section. For a great length, 
all the buildings on one side of the 
Street-are caved in, others have only 
walls gtanding, and for a distance of 
many yards no building on.one side 
ef the street but is damaged to a 
great extent. On the opposite side 
ef the thorough!are the buildings are 
also damaged badly. Windows are 
broken in, and the fronts of business 
houses badly disfigured. At least six 
people are injured more or less serie 
ously if not fatall ep 

The origin of the catastrophe was 
in a theatorium building, which is 
the most complete ruin on the street.

PRINCE BRINGS STYLES. 


Wears Grey Top Hat and Gloves to 
Match at Quebge. 


‘The Prince of Wales has brought 
over a now style of dress, or rather 
anold style reviyed.. He wore, going 
to church, a top hat of light grey col- 
or with block band one and a half 
inches wide. In shape it corresponds 
to tho current London block, having 
higher crown, moro of a bell and brim 
slightly broader than New” York 
styles. Ho wore gloves of grey Suede, 
matching the hat in color, with heavy 
black stitching on the back. Be- 
cause he was going to ‘church his 
frock t was black, of course, 

Immediately afterwards ho changed 
the clothes to lighter weight and col- 
or, for the day was very Warm.

This habit of 
semi-tenseness Canadians keep” at 
home, the writer thinks, and it is 
the compliment of “the man’s still 
countenance and even, lowered voice,’ 
We seem to throw an almost area 
track'on the ground when we walk, 
judged by our footprints. Talkin; 
among ourselves, we do not drum wit! 
ofr ers, fiddle with our feet, fool 
the ron our faces, or otherwise 
conduct. ourselves like Harry Thaw. 
Mr. Kipling admits that these obser- 
vations are trifling, but, as he says: 
“When breeds are in the making, 
everything is worth while.”’ But after 
all, why should we not differ from 
other people? “Here is a people, with 
no people at their backs. driving the 
great world-plow, which wins the 
world’s bread, up and up over the 
shoulder of the world—a spectacle, as 
it might be, out of some tremendous 


Norse legend. : 
From Quebes to Calgary he found 
the predominant note to be “Drivo, 
not hustle, but drive and finish up.” 
The reason is, of course, that we have 
to cranf twelve months’ work into six, 
although it may be necessary to cor- 
tect this new expression of this old 
poetic slandor—“the weight of o half. 
year’s winter.” Kipling noted our 
sercen doors, and our storm windows, 
the winter’s wood pile, and 6 
lengths of stove ye or the range - 
all true Indices of the time of year in 
Capada, nnd perhaps they belong more 
generally and exclusively to life in 
this country than do the subjects of 
many of Mr. Kipling’s more fanciful 
pseudo-observations. _He was impress- 
ed. with the preparations on every 
hand, especially on the railways, 
for handling the crops in the fall. 
To everyone but those who actually 
know, the preparations must appear 
on.a gigantio‘scale, and pertae Mr. 
Kipling needs to be told that they 
are never on a large cnough scale for 
the work. 

Our author turns aside to far the 
“gentlemen across the water, who 
wero never forced to endure one single 
day’s physical discomfort,” and who 
aneer at the “‘gross materialism” of 
so much of Canadian life, Here Is 
the pertinent question he puts to 
them: “I wonder sometimes whether 
any eminent novellst, philosopher, 
dramatist or divine of to-day has to 
exercise half the pure imagination,.not 
to mention intight, endurance and 
self-restraint, which -is accepted with- 
out comment in what is called the 
material exploitation of a new coun- 
try? Take only the question of 
pea: 8 new city, at the junction 
of two lines—all three in the air.

Now Kipling 4s a t, a 
novelist and an Imperialist Dalace he 
is a correspondent or a historian. Tt 
may be a little prudish to watch for 
his little skips and slips, so long as 
he entertains us; especially as he 
scoms to like us 80 much,

NEW MILKING MACHINE. 


Simple Device Used Abroad to Save 
Time In the Dairy. eee 

A very simple mechanical milker fs 
being used in Europe, and reports in-

Clean Milk Utensils. 

I believe the ordinary ten gallon milk 
can used for the transportation of com- 
mercial milk “bas been the’ cause of 
more trouble than any other one tbing. 
Frequently cans which are supposed to 
be clean contain half a pint of filthy 
rinsing water, I belleve there should 
be an ordinance in every village and 
city. compelling the milk vender to 
wash and sterilize his cans thoroughly 
before sending them to the producer. 
In the washing of milk utensils you 
should not use soap powders or soaps 
of any {nd ‘which contain organic fat. 
By so doing you may convey to your 
milk undesirable favors and cause to 
remain in your utensils deposits which 
will contaminate or deteriorate ‘the

If, however, the exhaustion becomes 
more pronounced and the eyes of tho 
horse are bloodshot, the nostrils fiery’ 
red and the pulse bounding strong and 
fast, give, in addition ‘to the abore 
treatment, fourounces of good whisky 
in a pint of water or one ounce of aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia and two 
ounces of spirits of nitrous ether in a 
quart of water, repeating the dose er- 
ery hour until the pulse becomes nor- 
mal and tho ‘horse stops panting and 
holds up hig bead; then give him a half 
pallful of water in which one ounce of 
pulverized saltpeter bas been dissolred, 
The next day give onethird of an 
ounce of the saltpeter in the drinking 
water three times, 4 

If, after all this treatment, the horse 
lapses into. a condition of sem{con- 
sclousness, which can be told by a 
sicepy look, the eyes half closed, for- 
Getting to chew the food taken into the 
mouth and staggering when attempting 
to walk, he should be given two grams 
of fodide of potash three times dally in 
the drinking water. The food should 
be composed of soft masbes and fresh 
green grass and the head kept cool by 
applying cold, water, but not ice packs, 
as they are apt to Produce softening of 
the brain. .

How Injured Animals May Be Treated 

by the Farmer. 

By GEORGE H. GLOVER, D. V. M, 
Malas eher Colorado Agricultural Col- 
Animals on the farm are continually 

being injured by accidents that hap. 

pen. in a. thousand different ways. 

Barbed wire cuts are most frequent, 

and a word or two of advice as to the 

proper treatment in the hands of farm- 
ers will not be. amiss, 

The ordinary wound will heal of it. 
self If not interfered with. This in- 
terference may be from germ’ Infec- 


Mion, parasites or too much meddling 


with.varlous applications on the part 
of man. Now, let us suppose a case. 
A horse has a badly lacerated te¢ 
from contact with a barbed wire. The 
first thing to do, of course, would be 
to stop the bleeding. This can be ac- 
complished by a tight bandage of 
clean white muslin tled directly over 
the wound or above It. Often the 
bleeding artery will protrude, and a 
thread can be run under it with oa 
needle and the artery tled.. Do not 
use flour, dirt or cobwebs or anything 
of that sort on the wound. They are 
unnecessary and may produce a dan-- 
erous Infection. 
* Having stopped the bleeding, re 
move the clots of blood and cut off 
the ragged edges of muscles with 
shears, <A pan of antiseptic solution 
should be -provided. After having 
cleaned out the wound wash it thor- 
oughly with the antiseptic solution. 
See that there Is good drainage from 
the wound at the bottom. Do not al- 
low it to start healing with a pocket 
that will hold pus: As It Is practically 
impossible to keep a wound on a horse 
antiseptic, ft Is not advisable for the 


farmer to tle up the wound. Lenve It j

ABOUT M’GUIGAN. 


-Man Who Will Bulld Power Lines ts 
Famous. Rallroader. 


Frank H. McGuigan, otherwise “Big 
Mac,” who is to build the Hydro- 
Electrio Power transmission lines, is 
one of the” biggest railway men on 
the continent. He is a big man-every 
way, big in resources and big in exe- 
cution. One of his monuments 
the reconstruction of the main line of 

oGrand Tronk Railway between 
Montreal and the Niagara and Detroit 
rivers, and between 
Chicago—now one of the finest double- 
tracked roadbeds in America. One 
of his last works was the elevation 
of three miles of track on the Grand 
Trunk between Elsdon and Chicago 
on the south side of that city ; 

Mr. McGuigan is come of a great 
parental combination —a Highland 
Scotch mother and an Iristt father. 
He was born in Cleveland, Ohio, in 
1850, four months after his parents 
Teft Scotland. He once told Andrew 
Carnegie what a narrow escape ‘he 
had of being a Scotchman, a privi- 
lege of which the Skibo Castle man is 
very proud. There was a time, too, 
when Carnegie and McGuigan drew 
pay on the same payrolls. as the lib- 
rary builder was much interested to 
hear, reminding him of his old days 
in the Pennsylvania Co. . 

Mr. McGuigan’s father had taken 
up contracting and had the work of 
constructing the Grand> Trunk from 
Hamilton to Port dit, with head- 
quarters at the latter place. This 
was in civil war times and when 
wages went up to ruinous limits, ‘the 
profits of contracting went in the op- 
Posite direction to the wages. The 
elder McGuigan died 39 years -ago, 
and young Frank -had_ to make his 
way n the world. He went into the

THE SWINEHERD. 


Tests at the Indiana experiment sta- 
tlon Indicate that pigs make. better 
gains when thelr grain is fed dry than 
they do when it is mixed with water. 
This would suggest that those’ who 
take the trouble to mix grain with 
water before feeding waste thelr time 
and to a slight extextethe food value 
of tho grain. 

The Pigpens In Summer. 

In summer, if the pig keeper is wise, 
a large proportion of his stock will be 
running to grass, Then of course 
Is an’opportune time-to give tho: ra- 
cant plggeries ao thorough cleansing 
‘and Ime washing Ao set drainage of 
yards and outlets right and attend:to 
any structural repairs that may be 
necessary. On a dairy farm especially 
should the piggeries. be kept in a sani- 
tary condition, If neglected, offensive 
@dors arise from them. In many cases, 
the dairy fg ‘not far away. This is a 
folnt which should be watched. When 
bullding or rebuilding pens let them 
be as far removed as possible from the 
dairy, for this 1s ‘not only: objection- 
able, but really harmful, as few things 
absorb the Impurities of the atmos- 
phere more readily than ‘milic, 

Protein Feeds of the Farm. 

For the pig two to sfx months old 
proteln {s- the most Important feed. 
Without protein it cannot bulld up the! 
Jean ment or grow to any size. Pro- 
teln fs found in skimmilk, clover and 
alfalfa. Corn is nine-tenths carbo-' 
hydrates. Oats have a Ilttte more pro- 
teln than corn; but not sufiicient, for 
the pls. Rye contains a, little more 
proteia than corn. Barley 1s one of the 
“best feeds on the farm. It contains® 
more protein than rye. In clover and 
alfalfa there isn large bulk for the 
required nutrients, and pigs Cannot get 
enough for a Maximum — growth. 
Even If you haye-corn and clover It 
{s still necessary for tho young plg¢ 
to have some protein food—co 
foy beans or féld peas, There, 
1s noting better grown onthe farm 
to _ up the * ration.—Professor’

have to turn four minutes longer be-

Lambe For Spanish Children. 

Directly after Lent there is observed 
in Spain a custom that is particularly 
interesting to children. It 1s what may

An Unappreciated Plant. 

Chives is a vegetable not widely 
known In thls country. It is native 
along the northern borders of the 
United States as well og in some parts 
of Europe, where ft is popular. The 
plant belongs to the onion family, and 
its leaves are used for seasoning in 
soups, salads, etc. and are preferred 
to onions by many persons because 


they are much milder and more tender. - 


Eurqpeans use chives for seasoning 
Scrambled eggs and similar dishes, 
The culture of chives ts simple. The 
plant will grow in any ordinary gar- 
den soll, It 4s usually propagated by 
division of the roots, because It does 
not seed readily. Tho roots or clumps 
of roots may be purchfsed at modernte 
prices. The clumps should be plant- 
ed In beds about nino inches apart in 
rows which are two feet apart. The 
planting may be done in elther spring 
or autumn, The chives may also be 
planted in the border of the vegetable 
garden and makes an excellent perma- 
nent border. As a border plant the 
clumps should be planted about six 
foches apart. Tho Icaves will grow 
thickly and form a dense green mat, 


Pasture In New England, 

The pasturo“problem threatens the 
future of New Engiand dairy farming. 
The okl bill pastures are slowly but 
surely running out and tre keeping 
fower and fewer cattle every year. 
Most of them cannot be plowed at 
any reasonable cost under present con- 
ditions of farm labor, and clearing off 
the bushes Is of only temporary beno- 
ft. Unless pastures can be plowed 
and cultivated for a few years there 
secms to be no hope for them, and 
they. gradually turn {nto wood lots, thus 
reductpg tho dairy capacity of the 
farm. Many pastures are necdlessly 
injured by turning the stock out too 
early in the spring, especially when 
it has been eaten closo the preceding 
year, They tramp the soll too wet and 
fnaw the young plants too close to the 
ground. It is much better to let the 
grass get a good start, then put on 
the stock long enough to cat down the 
grass and more them to another pas 
ture, Unless pastures are large enough 
to be divided in this way they quickly 
become inJared under ordinary meth- 
ods, It is an expensive way, but per- 
haps {t is the only way to manage 
witbout grazing tho Iand too close,

THE RIGHT THREAD: 


Rules Governing the Use of Filo Em- 
broidery Silk. 
Embroiderers are often at a loss to 
know whether to use a single or double | 

thread when working in filo silks, 

The rules that govern the use of tho 
single or double thread arg based upon 
the general principle that the finer and 
more delicate the work and material 
the finer should be the thread, 

Thus on sheer handkerchief linen or 
mull or for a very’ small design on a 
heayler fabric use a single thread of 
filo throughout; otherwise the work 
will Jook rough and coarse. 

Sometimes indeed the thread fs split 
for the shading {n the center to givo a 
more delicate effect. This, however, ls 
rarely necessaty. It is a fairly “safo 
rule for large designs or heavy mato- 
tlals to use two threads of filo, at least: 
for the outer edges, “Frequently the 
entire fower is. done in the double silk, 
but quite as often the outer portions 
and the follage are worked with the 
two strands, while for the shading to- 
ward the center the single thtead fs 
used. This, treatment gives both 
greater richness and depth to the work, 
besides filling more rapidly, always a* 
desidcratum in an Intricate piece of 
embroidery. “f 

In using two strands of gilk it is 
important to thread tho needle prop- 
erly, Do not fold over a single thread 
fin tho eye, as It will cause the silk to 
twist, roughen and cut. Instead; draw 
out from the skein two threads of ex- 
actly the same length and thread the 
needle with both together,

' Crater Jake gets its name from the 
fact that it occuples the crater of. an 
extinct volcano,” Five miles in diam: 
eter and nearly circular in shape, it fs 
the deepest body of fresh.'water {pn 
America.  Boundings have fixed its 
depth at 2,000 fect.” Only ‘one Iake In 
the world, that of Baikal, is deeper—by 
400 feet, In other respects, however, 
it-$a altogether unique. Encircled os 
{it Is by almost vertical cifffs,\ which 
are reflected In the clear and brililant 
bluc of the water, it presents to the 
eye a spectacle uns : 

As a great natural and scenic fea- 
ture of this country Crater lake ranks 
with Niagarn falls and the Grand Can- 
yon-of the Colorado. It is unique and 
in its way unrivaled. There are in the 
United States hundreds of extinct yol- 
canic craters, but this fs our only 
great one. 

Think of it! This mighty hole In the 
summit of the Cascade range Is near- 
ly six miles n diameter and orer two- 
thirds of a mile in depth Once upon 
a time it was filled with bolling lava. 
Today it contains a beautifol Inke of 
frosh water, which is encircled by a 
ring ef precipitous cliffs from, 500 to 
2,200 feet high without break or out-

The extraordinary depth of the Iake 
naturally Ied to a widespread ‘popular 
belief to the effect that it had no bot-: 
tom. It fs a familiar kind of delusion. 
Auy small body of water, wherever 
fouml, whose bottom Is beyond reach 
by the longest fishing Mne ts sure to 
galn the repute of being bottomless. 
Within two miles of New Haves, 
Coma; bs a cleft In the bills that fs oc- 
cupled by a large pond called Lake 
Saltonstall. Though considerably less 
than 200 feet In depth, it Is declared 
by people who live in Its neighborhood 
to have no bottom. No wonder, then, 
that Crater lake, with an actual depth 
of 2,000 feet, should be imagined _ to 
possess no floor whatever!—Techhical 
World, .

He. was an ‘active 
participant in work in connection 
with the Citizens’ League, of which 
he was the founder, with the Pro- 
testant Hospital for the Insane, Rob- 
ert Jones; Convalescent Hospital, and 
many others of like nature. As a 
master of pure Jrish oratory he was 
practically without a peer in Canada. 

Dr, Carmichael was 73 years of age 
and one of three Irish graduates. ol 
Trinity College, Dublin, who, on the 
invitation of - tate eae the 
first Anglican Bishop of Huron, came 
to enahe in 1858, and were ordained 
by him a work in fe oe All 
three of these, namely, Drs.

These figures ore the 
result of data furnished by Chief Dajry 
Instreetor Publow. ‘According to Mr. 
Publow,.the drought has reduced the 
make of cheese by half a box per 
day in each factory in Eastern Ont- 
ario. \The average box of cheese 
weighs 80 pounds A reduction, there. 
fore, of half a box iu the make per 
diay for each factory is 40 pounds 
Multiply the 950 factories in Eastern 
Ontarjo by 40 pounds and -the result 
will be 38,000, the total loss C 
pound per day. Farther multiply 
38,000 Py 121-2c, the average price 
now ald for cheese, and you have 
$4,750, tho loss in money per day. 
This gum multiplied by six will show 
that a weck's loss is $28,500. As tho 
drocght has affected the make for 
the past two wecks, the total loss 
WII be twice $28,500, or $59,000. 

Mr. Publow urges that the dajry- 
men take this costly Icsson to heart, 
and grow ‘sojling crops, such as pcas, 
oats and clover, so that they might 
have feed for their cowa when the 
pastures are poor. He strongly 
advises that they now feed ‘up their 
herds im order to inercaye the flow 
of imilk.

One of the results’ of the visit of 
xo many Canadians {rom other pro- 
vinees to Quebec this summer has 
been that of popularizing the nation- 
al song, “O Canada,” which through- 
out the Tercentenary celebration was 
heard at all, hours.of the day and 
night, was played by dozens of bands, 
sung by choristers, and whistled by 
pedestrians.

HERD AT BANFF.. 








In Elk Island Park Are Enough Mem- 
bers of Ancient Bison Family to 
Restock Zoological Gardens of the 
World—Wild Elk, Bear, Red Deer, 
Coyotes and Foxes Are Also Being 
Preserved.

In addition to the, four hundred 
head of buffalo, the rege also con- 
tains a herd of wild elk several wild 
bears twenty red deer, also numerous 
coyotes, foxes, etc. On April 10th 
last, wild geese numbering several 
thousand reached the park preserves, 
and wild ducks on April 12th. 

In the summer of 1907 the Canadian 
Government took s most commend: 


able ae by purchasing the entire 
herd of buffalo owned by Senor Pab- 
low of the Flathead Reservation, ‘ 


Montana, U.S.A. This purchase re- 
mained a secret until the bargain 


was closed, thereby securing for West- : 


ern Canada the largest ferd of buffalo 
The purfhase price was 
about $100,000, while at the time the 
size of the herd was not exactly 
known, . ; 

At required five weeks of hard rid- 
ing for expert cowboys to corral 350 
animals, and on June Ist they were 
unloaded from the cars of a special 
train at Lamont and driven into Elk 
Park. At Calgary twelve of the Mon- 
tana buffalo were transferred to the 
herd in the Banff National Park, and 
seven from Banff included in the Elk 
Island herd. 

The herd wintered well in their 
new northern quarters, only three be- 
ing lost during the feeding months. 
There are about 200 cows in the herd 
and there was an increase of about

This brood on reaching ma- 
turity forms the cocoons {n which ft 
passes the winter. * 

Ordinarily certain two and four 
winged files parasitize a sufficient per 
sent of the caterpillars to prevent them 
from seriously threatening tho life of 
any well grown tree, but this para- 
sitism 1s rarely sufficient to prevent the 
formation of some webs. 

The property owner who values the 
beauty of his shade trees cannot afford 
to depend on natural enemies, but must 
fesort to artificinl measures.

Machines That Simplify Two Common 
: Forms of Farm Work, * 
A portable hay stacker or derrick

shown in tho illustration herewith, 
will be found not only-very handy, 
bat easy to construct, and it will do 
the work in as satisfactory a manner as

one of the most expensive hay stack- 
ers. The mast and the two side braces 
are 4 by 4 inches square. The ail] 
may be the same, but will be better 
if made of a 4 by Ginch stick. The bolt 
A holds the guide or sheave wheel Jn 
place, as shown at B. The two bolts 
CC hold the mast In place and are re- 
moved when moving the derrick. 
However, if same is only moved a 
short distance it will not be necessary 
to .remore the mast. Simply hitch a 
horse to the sill and drag the: entire 
derrick where wanted. D is the snatch 
block for lower end of holsting rope 
and E the eyebolt, to which the block 
D 1s made fast with a short rope. A 
sling may bd passed around the sil In 
place of the eyebolt E if necessary. 

The sill should be from fourtcen to 
sixteen feet long and the mast and 
two side braces from sixteen to twen- 
ty feet long. By boring several holes, 
in the mast the same may be raised oF 
lowered and made the proper helght 
for both small and large stacks. The 
derrick should set at an angie of about 
forty-five degrees, Jeanlng toward the 
stack, and have two guy wires or ropes 
at the rear and one in front. 

The second sUustration shows how a 
vegetable washer may be constructed. 
It will not only save much work on 
the farm, but will greatly assist in 
placing the vegetables on the market 
in better shape. The cut ts really self 
explaining. The size of the device will 
depend on the amount of regetibles 
to be washed. A box being bullt, the 
cylinder is made by cutting two heads 
from one or two inch lumber, These 
are made fast to the shaft and ‘placed 
tn the box, as shown, an opening being 
made in which the vegetables are 
passed in, as shown at A, which ts 
held in place with hooks and eyes. 
“The end of the shaft Is bent to form 
a turning crank or handle, The cylin-

der beads are covered with Leavy ylre, 
lath or narrow strips of any lumber 
bands, The vegetables to be washed 
are placed in the cylinder and the Lox 
partly Oiled with water.

_ Prairie Hay Crop. * 

The prairio hay crop in the western 
two-thirds. of Kansas promlses to .be 
heavier this year than for many. years 
past. Prairie bay properly cured and 
taken care of has a feeding: value 
greater than any other hay produced 
In this section except alfalfa or clover. 
OUsunily the grass is not cut as-early 
as it sbould be. Prairie grass sshould 
“be cut carly to make the best feod. 
The first of August is none too early, 
to begin haying. Prairie hay 1s also; 
as a rule, not as well stacked as it 
should be, and the percentage of loss 
on account of stacking fs large, More 
prairic hay 1s fed to borses in tle 
cities of the Country than any other 
hay. Each year the value of bright, 
early cut hay is increasing. Poor pral- 
tle hay Is of slow sale, ‘This fact only. 
serves to demonstrate that the feeding 
value of late cut and blackened prairie 
bay 1s not so great, and feeders will 
not pay as much money for it as for 
the bright hay. Wundreds of acres 
of Kansas land are set aside for the 
production of native prairic grags hay. 
To realize the greatest profits, either 
for fecding or through sales, it ehould ! 
be properly cared for. ae

‘The most important polnt now in the 
culture of good’ vegetables of any kind 
is to see that they keep growling freely. 
Good qnallty is always absent from 
vegetables that-are stunted and grow 
slowly during hot weather. They are! 
tougti and stringy instead of tender 
when cooked, while salads are never 
crisp and nice under the circumstances. 
One of the plants that need a great 
deal of water is cclery. Tho young 
plants shoula now be gtowlng frecly, 
and happy is the grower who has‘'a 
good water supply and can run the 
hose into the trenches at will and keep 
the roots always moist. Celery, with 
the roots fn a cool, ‘moist soll, is Inde- 
pendent of the weather, and, no matter 






‘| how hot the sun, it will grow rapidly, 


the len¥es soon spreading out and 
forming a fine’ shade for the roots. 
Where ‘this convenience is nof at band 
and watering by band has to be re- {. 
sorted to, the job Is berculcan if much 
celery is grown, but it must be at- 
tended Yo until the plants are strong 
enough: to take care of themselves. 
The grower who uses plenty of de 
cayed manure in his trenches, as we 
advise, will be reaping the benefit 
now !n'the healthy, strong growth of 
the plants. Z 
Potatoes need a lot of cullivating 
now, and until finally banked up they 
must be kept hocd frequently.. The 
potato bug is never so destructive in 
plots well cultivated, though of course 
spraying should be followed up for |. 
these and for fungo!d discases. As the 
early rows are lifted, late cabbage and 
coleworts may be planted or, in Jocall- 
tles favorable for their growth, Savoy 
cabbages and the various .kales for 
winter use. ‘There fs still time even 
for leeks, though those transplanted 
now will not be so large as those put 
out earlier, They will, however, be 
very useful for soups and Savoring. 
Where good Iettuces are desired, thin 
the rows carly and again when the 
thinnings are large.enough for use. 
They will not do as well now trans- 
planted unless very carefully looked 
after, and it is best to sow thinly 
where they have to stand, preferably 
In a abdded or partially shaded border. 
Late tomatoes are having na good 
time, the warm, dry weather suiting 
them well {f the plants are kept right 
at the roots and well cultivated. The 
early: plants are getting well set with ], 
fruit, and as this Leglus to swell freely 
the plants may be fed and watered a 
little more liberally. Keep a sharp 
lookout for the side shoots and pinch 
them out regularly, as they take the 
strength away from the flower and 
fruit clusters. As the stems grow se- 
care them to stakes or wires, which- 
ever is most conrenient, so they will 
not be blown about by bigh winds, 
Cucumbers outside are beginning to 
fruit, and the vines must not suffer 
for lack of nutriment. Continue to 
pineh the points of the shoots of the 
young plants where they have not a 
sufficient nember of vines, and as the 
frults develop cut them when quite 
young. A few cucumbers left to go 
to seed will take more out of the vines 
than a large crop cut as soon as ready. 
Where shallots are fully grown they 
may be pulled and Iaid fn tho sun to 
dry, but Iet them have another week 
or two If not ready. Continue to fevd 
the onions as long as they are grow- 
Ing and draw ont at once any attacked 
by maggot or mildew.

To 
connect with the machine Mr, Belden 
made an extension for the crank shaft, 
The extension bas a flange with holes 
for cap screws, which are threaded 
Into the hub of the balance wheel, the

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Curious Custom That Prevailed 
In the Middle Ages. 


PROSECUTED FOR HOMICIDE. 


A Bull That Killed a Man Found 
Guilty, Sentenced to Death and Exe- 
cuted—Fate of .a Cock That Was 
“Charged With Having Laid an Egg. : 


Among the many curious customs of 
the past is recorded a singular feature ‘| 
of the jurisprudence of the middle 


ages, when animals were indicted for ! 
injuries inflicted upon human beings. | 


The custom was not abolished in 
France until the middle of.the elght- 
eenth century, and the French court 
tecords show that at least ninety-two 
trials took place between 1120 and 
1741. 

There is some Riblicat precedent for 
these proceedings. for in tho twenty- 
Orst chapter of Exodus one finds, “If 


ao ox gore a man or a woman that , 


ey die, then the or shall be stoned 
od his flesh shall not be eaten.” 


An early instance of the custom was ; 


In 1314, when a bull escaped from a 
farmyard in a village in France in the 
duchy of Valois and gored a man to 
death. The Count of Valois, being in- 
formed of the case, directed that tho 
bull be captured and formally prose- 
cuted for homicide. This wag done, 
and evidence was given by persons 
who had seen the man attacked and 
killed. The bull was thereupon sen- 
tenced to suffer death, which was in- 
filcted by strangulation, after which 
the carcass was suspended from s 
tree by the hind legs, 

> In 1386 a sow was executed ia the 
square of Falaige for haying caused 
the death of a child, and three years 
later a horse was condemned to death 
at Dijon for baring killed a man. In 
1457 a mow and ber six young ones 
were tried at Lavegny on the charge 
of having killed and partially eaten a 
child. The sow was convicted and 
condemned to death, but the little ones 
were acqyitted on the ground of their 
extreme youth and inexperience, the 
bad example of thelr mother and the 


absence of direct eridence of thelr. 


baving partaken of the atrocious feast. 
One of the most grotesque of these 


trials took placé“in Basel when a 


farmyard cock was tried on the ab- 
surd charge of having laid an egg. It 
wns contended in support of the prose- 
cutiom that eggs laid by cocks were of 
inestimable worth for use in certain 
magical preparations, that a sorcerer 
would rather possess a cock’s egg than 
the elixir of lMfe and that Satan em- 
ployed witches-to hatch such eggs, 
from which proceeded winged serpents 
most dangerous to mankind. 

The prisoner’s advocate admitted the 
facts of the case, but contended that 
oo evil intention had been proved and 
that no evil result bad taken ‘place, 
Besides, the laying of an egg was an

Hamilton and Buffalo Railway occur | found hanging in his bam on Satur- 


red about 6 o'clock yesterday morn: 
ing near Mineral Springs, a short 
distance east of Copetown. A bridge, 
which had been burning, crushed 
through beneath the weight of the 
freight train. 

Three men were killed and one ser- 
jously injured and thousands of dol- 
lars’ of rolling stock and freight were 
destroyed. The killed are: Robert 
McFadden, engi —151 South Queen 
‘street; Ed, Bin, demu, 4 Hill 
Btrect; Wm. Mbloney,-yardmaster at 
the International Harvester works. 
The injured man is Sam W. Dicken- 
son, 72 Poulette street, brakeman. He 
leg is badly cut. 

The wrecked train was a way 
freight which left Hamilton on Sat- 
urday night for Brantford, and left 
the latter place about 4 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. It was in charge 
of Conductor RK. J. Martin of Water- 
ford, and, in addition to the dead 
and injured men, Brakeman John 
McKenna. ~ * 

Maloney had been in Brantford at- 
tending the funeral of his brother, 
and was returning in the cab with 
Brown, his brother-in-law, | - 

There is a stecp grade where the 
accident happened, and the train was 
proceeding along slowly owing to the 
dense fog. The fog prevented the 
train crew from secing any distance 
ahead of them. For the same reason 
it was impossible to see the flames 
or smoke from the burning bridge, 
and not until the crash came did 
the trainmen have any intimation of 
danger, - 

The engine had just cleared‘ the 
bridge, which was about 45 feet long, 
when the bridge suddenly gave way, 
and engine, tender and_seven freight 
cars were plunged-ihto “the creck, 
about 40 feet below.

Martin and 
McKenna kept their bearings and 
ran to his assistance. He was pin- 
ned between two cars, but they man- 
aged to extricate him and carried 
him, segjously injured, to a. farm 
house near by. 

There was no sign of the men in 
the engine, as they were buried be 
neath the eats, which burned mpidly. 

All that was found of the bodies 
of the trainmen was a few bones and 
some charred remains.

The Wrist and the Arm. 

The real wrist, as one might.say, is 
the elbow joint. It fs all band, prac- 
tically speaking, from that point to the 
tips of the fingers. When you turn 
your wrist it is the whole forearm 
that makes the twist, and every more- 
ment of the fingers is controlled by the 
muscles of the forearm. The power 
to turn the wrist to and fro at the el- 
bow joint is possessed only by human 
beings and monkeys, and even the 
higher apes are not able to do the trick 
early as well as we can.

* The famous Abbey of Westminster | 
is _ overcrowded with» statues and 
monuments, but unfortunately it can- 
not be said that it is the Valhalla of 
heroes only. Many of the memorials 
here, ere srocted in the days wh 
al in Westminster Abbey was ni 
such an honor as ‘it is to-day. There 
are all sorts of men and women rest-’ 
rp Biking its walls, and from a prize- 
fighter to an engraver of no import- 
ance the Abbey contains a fine col- 
lection of nobodies, S 

Christopher “Anstey died in 1805, 
but not at the Battle of Trafalgar, 
as the visitor might suppose upon sece- 

hig name in the Abbey. Christo- 
pher’s sole claim to fame was the 
authorship of a book cntitled, ‘‘The 
New Bath Guide,” a work much in 
favor with fashionable rsons in 
those days. They buried him in the 
Abbey, howover, and there he is to- 
day alongside some of the most {a- 
™mous names in the history of Eng- 
land, Jonas Hanway, who departed 
this life in 1786," was even more {a- 
mous than Anstey. In his time he 
was widely kngwn as 8 philanthrop- 
ist: and traveler; but to present 

future generations his name is, 
and will be, associa the um- 
brella. He was the first man tocarry 
one, and though that showed some 
moral conrage, which -he justified by 
indifference to the activities of gutter 
gamias, 40’ can scarcely, be! sas that 

e@ was entitled to such honored bur- 
fal. John Henderson, another Abbey 
worthy, was a versatile actor who 
flourished during the latter half of 
the eighteenth century. Little is 
known of him to-day, but it is an un- 
doubted fact that he was at one time 
ono of the best known men in Lon- 
don. He was laid to his last rest in 
1785, and if the precedent then creat- 
ed were followed now, nearly every 
actor in the country would eventually 
find his way to a tomb in Westmin- 
ster Abbcy. 

Ask the man in the street, or, for 
that matter, the scholar in his study, 
wha_wrote “The Splendid Shilling 
and the ode to “Cyder.” Both’ will 
fail to anewer, although their author, 
John Philips, lics in the Abbey. He 
died two hundred yeara ago exactly, 
yet no attempt has been made tocom- 
memorate the fact. Charles de St. 
Denis earned the honor of burial in 
Westminster by means of a ready wit 
which pleased Charles II. and his 
court for many years. Later on; the 
inventor of ventilators, Dr, Stophen 
Hales, was inte there, a few years 
before Mrs. Pritchard, “‘the celebrat- 
ed actress,” was given the same hon- 


or. 
Sir Richard Coke was taster to 
Queen Elizabeth, ‘and after her death 
was appointed stéward to the house 
hold of Jams I. For these achieve- 
menta he was buried in the Abbey in 
1623, a sterling example to nll tasters 
and house stewards. Forty-four years 
later one of Charles IJ.’s gentlemen 
Ql the cellar wag laid to rest in the 


Abbey. 

When Philip Carteret, son of Lord 
Georgo Carteret, died at Westminster 
School in 1710, no doubt he was bur- 
ied in Westminster Abbey’ for the:

That {s' exactly what an 
expert melon grader ts expected to do, 
to judge the flavor of tho melon os 
well as the size, The best external fn- 
cation in a netted Gem and melons 
of similar type ts a golden greenish 
color, the melon -betng deeply ribbed 
a thickly overlaid with rather coarse 
y netting, the edges of whicli rise 
perpendicularly. from’ the surface.

There should 
be no ragged or broken stem to ind!- 
cate that the melon was torn from the 
vine before it waa ripo enough to part 
freely.
